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Comments  on  Vital  Statistics 


The  various  rates  calculated  from  the  births  and  deaths  are 
not  signif icantly  different  from  those  of  previous  ye'rs.  As  usual 
the  illegitimate  births  are  lower  than  the  national  verage  cs  many 
young  unmarried  women  who  are  ^regnant  move  to  large  towns  where  there 
are  centres  to  help  unmarried  mothers.  The  special  problem  of 
children  deprived  from  birth  of  a  normal  family  life  is  becoming  a 
serious  national  problem. 

Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  of  mothers  during  childbirth 
and  very  few  deaths  from  infectious  diseases,  nor  were  there  many 
deaths  from  accidents  in  the  Rural  District.  During  1964  there  were 
recorded  more  deaths  from  lung  cancer;  there  has  been  little  decrease 
in  cigarette  smoking  since  the  publication  in  February  1962  by  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  their  report  on  the  relation  between 
smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung  «md  chronic  bronchitis.  In  the 
country  generally  doctors  are  still  the  only  1  rge  group  of  workers 
whose  smoking  habits  have  been  changed,  there  has  been  a  marked 
diminution  in  the  number  of  cigarette  smokers  among  the  medical 
profession . 

SECTION  B  -  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICE 


1.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  Borough  of  Romsey  and  an  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer  and  School  Medical  Officer  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council. 

This  combined  appointment  helxs  to  co-ordinate  the  medical  services 
supplied  by  the  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  in 
accordance  with  P-; r t  III  of  the  N  tion.il  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
with  the  services  supplied  by  the  District  Council. 

Your  Council  also  has  nine  representatives  on  the  County  Council 
District  Health  Sub-Committee  -  the  District  comprising  the  area  of 
Romsey  end  Stockbridge  Rur^l  District  and  Romsey  Borough.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  also  attends  quarterly  Meetings  cf  the  District  Health 
Sub-Committee . 

2.  The  County  Council  supply  the  following  services:- 
(a)  Ambulance  Services 

Ambulances  are  stationed  at  Romsey  (1)  nd  Broughton 
(1)  and  controlled  from  the  County  Council  Offices  at 
Winchester.  Additional  ambulances  can  be  sent  to  the  District 
from  the  depot  at  Winchester.

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(b)  Nursing  in  the  Home  find  Health  Visiting 


District  Nurses  are  responsible  for  domiciliary  midwifery 
and  home  nursing*  They  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  County 
Council  Health  Visitors,  the  General  Practitioners  of  their 
areas,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  No  nursing 
arrangements  or  contribution  is  made  by  the  District  Council 
but  nine  members  represent  the  Council  on  the  District  Health 
Sub-Committee  of  the  County  Council. 


The  attachment  of  District  Nurses  to  two  Group  Medical

By  the  end  of  the  ye,.r  there  were  4  people  registered  under 
the  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act  in  the  Rural  District, 
and  the  four  Pl^y  Groups  were  functioning  well  and  performing  a  very 
useful  service.

SECTION  C  -  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supp  Iy 

(i)  Eighteen  (l8)  samples  of  water  from  'private  sources  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  b  c t eriological  examination  during  the  year.  Fifteen  (15) 
of  these  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Two  (2)  chemical  examinations  of  water  were  made  by  the  Public 
Analyst  during  the  year.  One  sample  was  taken  following  complaint 
of  copper  contamination  in  the  meins  supply  to  a  house  in  Crampmoor 
village,  end  the  other  as  a  precautionary  measure  following  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  a  leaking  petroleum  tank  near  well  serving  a  house  in  the 
P  rlsh  of  Wcllow. 


The  copper  content  discovered  in  the  first  sample  was  within 
safe  limits  and  no  petroleum  was  discovered  by  the  Analyst  in  the 
second  s  amp 1 e . 


ii)  The  Council  expressed  concern  during  the  year  at  the  break¬ 


down  in  the  privately  owned  mains  w  ...ter  supply  in  the  Parish  of  West 
Tytherley.  The  Southampton  Corporation,  who  -re  the  Statutory 
W-ter  Undertakers  for  the  P*rish  made  a  formal  approach  to  the  owners 
of  the  supply,  with  a  view  to  the  possible  acquisition  of  this  under¬ 
taking.  The  matter  is  temporarily  in  abey-  nee  wending  information 
on  the  Government’s  attitude  towards  the  re-organisation  of  water 
supply  areas. 


During  the  year,  the  owners  of  Bleak  House  in  Middle  Wallop  who 
supply  several  nearby  house  premises  with  a  piped  water  supply  from 
a  bore-hole  k  Bleak  House,  agreed  to  make  an  annual  contribution  for 
five  years  towards  the  cost  of  extending  the  Southampton  Corporations 
watermains  to  serve  these  premises. 

(iii)  The  West  Hampshire  Water  Company  remain  Statutory  Undertakers 
to  part  of  the  P -rishes  of  Wellow  and  part  of  Melchet  Park  and  PI* itford, 
the  Southampton  Corporation  being  Statutory  Undert  kers  for  the  rem  -inder 
of  the  District.

Sewerage 


During  the  year  the  number  of  sewex1  connections  in  the  Parish 
of  Nursling  and  Rownhams  increased  to  five  hundred  and  sixty-four 
(564)  and  in  the  Parish  of  North  Baddesley  to  seven  hundred  and 
ninety-two  (792) 

About  one  quarter  of  the  new  public  sewers  serving  the 
Beechwood  Crescent  area  of  the  Parish  of  Ampfield  had  been  laid  and 
tested  by  the  end  of  the  yec-r. 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  was  taken  up  by  the  investiga¬ 
tion  of  alternative  sites  for  the  sewage  disposal  works  for  the 
Stockbridge  sewerage  scheme  as  a  result  of  objections  received  from 
the  owner  of  the  original  site  chosen  in  the  Marsh  Court  area. 

In  May  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  made  in  respect  of 
the  Marsh  Court  site,  and  formal  notice  of  grounds  of  objection  was 
m'-de  by  the  land-owner  concerned* 

In  December  the  Minister  was  requested  to  fix  a  date  for  a 
local  Inquiry  into  the  scheme  and  the  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  a.s 
quickly  as  possible. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  submitted  their  first  post¬ 
war  report  on  this  proposed  scheme  during  I960. 

Having  been  approached  by  the  neighbouring  Rural  District  of 
Salisbury  &  Wilton,  this  Authority  agreed  to  receive  sewage  from  the 
areas  of  Land  ford,  Nomans  land  and  Hamptworth  into  the  proposed  new 
sewage  disposal  works  to  be  constructed  in  the  Parish  of  Wellow  in 
connection  with  the  scheme  to  sewer  that  p- rish* 

This  system  of  joint  drainage  will  be  subject  to  mutually 
agreed  payments  towards  capital  cost  and  maintenance. 

In  November  the  Council  resolved  that  the  Canada  area  of  the 
Parish  of  Wellow  should  also  be  included  in  the  scheme  to  sewer  the 
Parish . 


The  need  for  public  sewers  in  the  Parish 
in  the  Crampmoor  Village  area  of  the  Parish  of 
rme  urgent,  due  to  the  considerable  number  of 
these  localities  in  recent  years  «nd  the  thick 
not  enable  sewage  effluents  to  soak  aw: y  into

The  need  for  a  public  sewer  in  parts  of  the  Parish  of  Chilworth 
remains,  though  in  most  cases,  the  reasonably  large  building  plots  in 
that  area  does  permit  of  larger  land-drain  outlets  to  septic  tanks 
when  they  prove  troublesome.

During  the  year  3  old  peoples  bungalows  were  erected  in  the 
Parish  of  Braishfield,  4  old  peoples  fists  in  the  Parish  of 
King's  Soniborne,  4  old  peoples  flats  in  the  Parish  of  Over 
Wallop,  ^nd  3  old  peoples  bungalows  in  the  P-  rish  of  Nether 
Wallop . 

In  the  P-rish  of  King's  Soniborne,  eight  dwellings  out  of  a  total 
of  sixteen  being  erected  on  the  Eldon  Road  site  were  completed 
and  ten  in  the  Parish  of  Romsey  Extra  out  of  a  total  of  thirty 
being-  erected  _t  the  Woodley  Close  site* 

One  hundred  and  seventy  five  (175)  houses  were  erected  by 
private  enterprise  during  the  ye>r.
